GERMANY SHORT OF WHEAT; TO

BERLIN—Germany, faced with a 
wheat shortage some estimated wil! 
be 1,000,000 tons, offered Sunday to 
trade machinery for grain. 

Canada and Jugoslavia have pro- 
vided some grain, it said and officials 
hoped to make a deal with Argentina 

A new arrangement with Canada. 
the Associated Press reported, pro- 
vides 35 per cent of all proceeds from 
Canadian purchases in Germany is to 
be used for buying Canadian wheat. 

The amount Germany takes from 
Canada, therefore, the news agency 
said, will depend upon how much Can- 
ada buys in Germany. This is exnec- 
ted to mean Germany will get at least 
100,00 tons of wheat from Canada.

NEW CARBURETOR CLAIMS 
200 MILES TO THE GALLON 


TORONTO—A new super carbur 
etor, claimed capable of driving an 
automobile 200 miles to the imperial 
gallon of gasoline, is about ready to 
emerge from the laboratory and go 
into commercial productivity, accord- 
ing to Charles N,. Pogue, Winnipeg 
inventor. 

Carbon monoxide gas is claimed to 

be virtually eliminated by the new 
device and the preliminary tests have 
shown John E. Hammell, Canadian 
mining magnate, sufficient proof of 
its workability for him to assume 
sposorship of the project. 
. Using a light eight-cylinder coupe 
and the Porue carburetor, a measured 
pint of gasoline (imperial measure) 
gave 26.2 miles, a mileage record of 
208.6 miles to the imperial gallon. 
This is considerably better than a} 
year ago when in a cross country run 
from Winninee to Vancouver, 1200} 
miles. 15 gallons were used. 

The imperial gallon is rourhly one- 
fifth larger than the American gal- 
lon, but even on translation. this un- 
usual record reads 160 miles to the 
American gallon, Ordinarily the same 
car with standard carburetor can do 
at best only 20 miles to the gallon.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT OF 
CARBON VILLAGE SHOWS 
RELIEF COSTS HIGH 


Village of Carbon in Good Financial 
Shape in Spite of Times 


The Auditor’s Financial Statement 
of the Village of Carbon for the year 
ending December 381, 1986, is pub- 
lished on the back page of this issue 
of the Carbon Chronicle, and our 
readers are asked to glance over the 
report and gain some knowledge of 
the necessary expenditures in order 
to conduct the affairs of the Village. 

A review of the statement shows 

that the Village collected $4894.51 
from all sources including a balance 
carried over from last year, and at 
the same time spent $4665.14 to con- 
duct the business of the Village, Out- 
standing accounts payable at the end 
of the year amount to 1193.18 and 
there is only 229.37 in the bank to 
take care of this, However, with no 
debenture to pay, and no bank loans 
this is considered to be a pretty good 
showing for a municipal concern in 
times like the present. 
It will be noted that the Village of 
Carbon is carrying a heavy burden 
in the form of Mother’s allowances 
and direct relief. Last year an outlay 
of $2348.96 was necessitated to take 
care of Mother’s Allowance, relief, 
etc., this being about 50 per cent of 
the taxes collected.
